THE FUTURE OF SILVER. 

It n«B Oalllved It* I’scfwinesa as Pall 
Monex Metal. 

It must be admitted on all hands that 
the future of sliver looks very dark. 
The price is now so low that the metal 
in a silver tiollar is worth only 43 cents. 
Yet the mines In this countrj' and Mex- 
ico continue their activity. In most ot 
them the ore Is galena silver, and the 
recent rise In the price of lead compen- 
sates largely for the fall in the other 
metal. Indeed there are many mines 
where it pays to mine and smelt the 
ore for the lead alone, so that whatever 
is obtained for the silver is clear profit. 
Thus there seems to be no probability 
that there will be s rise in Uie price of 
ailver oeca.siioned by a heavy falling olT 
in the total production. 

In the meantime there appears to be 
not the slightest probability of an In- 
crease In price gron-itig out of a larger 
use of silver as money. The states of the 
Taitln union are so gorged with five 
franc pieces that good authorities say it 
Is impossible to force any more Into 
circulation. In this countryonly about 
one-ninth of the sliver dollars we have 
coined can be kept afloat and in use ns 
money. AH the rest are stacked up in 
the treasury and are, therefore, of no 
more use or vnliie than was the bullion 
from which they were stamped. Not a 
srtngle nation that has abandoned the 
free coinage of silver shows the least 
disposition to retrace its steps. 

The general consensus of enlightened 
opinion all over the world in that silver 
has outlived Its- usefulness as a full 
money mslal'and will lo the future bs 
employed oaly as subsidiary coinage. It 
la too bulky and cumberaotne and of too 
uncertain valueto serve the larger needs 
of the world's commerce. To go hack to 
silver coin for the settlement of trade 
balances would be as stupid ns to aban- 
don railroad transportation and return 
to carts and wagons. 

The stiver men would be w ise lo lay 
politics aside and face the facta of the 
situation. If your bank pays your f too 
check in sliver, you cannot get the mon- 
ey to your store or olfice without hiring 
a handcart. This klnd nf money is not 
fit for the large and quick transactions 
of modern business. It would be a hin- 
drance, not a help, to the iiiuking of e.v- ' 
changes. The world has outgrown it 
and got beyond It, and no clamor of the 
politicians will avail to restore il lo Its 
old place as "money of nil lino le re- 
demption." The silver tnrn. In keeplug 
up their agitation, are only kicking 
against the solid wall of the worltl'a 
combined common sense. 

We shall continue to use silver for 
half dollars, quarters aud dimes, be- 
cause it is tbe best matcj-inl for Uicse 
small coins, but for this purpose we 
have silver bulliou and silver dollars la 
the treasury sufliolent to last for SOO 
years. Tbe government will not again 
be a purchaser of silver, and no other 
country Is at ail likely to enter the 
market ns a buyer. Silver iu4ue own- 
ers will be fortunate if their product 
does not continue to decline until It 
reaches the lowest figure at which It 
can be produced at the best mines, with 
a small margin of profit. There will be 
no remonetization and no International 
agreement to put up the priue.- Souod 
Money.

AUo Slop the Cheap .Moaey Cry. 

The failure of a elate bonk In North 
Carolina loiwled up with real •state, 
“especially country property on which 
realization will be slow,** is Interesting 
for several reasons, says the New York 
Journal of Commerce. It then proceeds 
to point out the great need of better 
banking facilities In the south and the 
disadvantages of loaning on real estate 
—the only eeciirity many southern 
farmers can give. 

The Journal of Commerce then re- 
lates theexperienceof a southcroer who 
made a trip through several northern 
states lookiiigfora town where he could 
e59tablish a small bank with a reason- 
able prospect ot profit. Ills observations 
satisfied him that the smoll bank would 
not pay. When the crops were being 
mnrkctedi, the farmers around the town 
where such a bank might be established 
would have plenty of money to deposit 
and no occasion to borrow. In the 
spring of the year the formers with one 
accord would desire to borrow, but 
there would be nothing to lend becuuse 
they had already drawn out their de- 
posits. Deposits would be abundant 
when there were no borrowers, and the 
demand for loans would be goinl w hen 
there was nothing but the bank's cap* 
Ital to loan. 

He concluded that practically there 
was no profit to be made except the 
profit on the bank's capital, and a cap* 
itul of $25,U(K) not in demand during 
the whole of the year would not nlTord 
enough protlt to meet the expenses of 
the biiHineKs and give the banker a 
Kitisfactory Income. The branch of a 
bank of ivifiie. however, could make 
money under these conditions, ami he 
was sHtisfi»'d by Ms study of the prob- 
lem. v\itli e\ery motive fur reaching a 
sound- corclnsion. that the one solution 
for the financial difliciiltles of the south 
was branoh hanking. The branches 
could circulate the mUeH of flu* parent 
hanks, and if the issues could be made 
ou general assets the capital of the bank 
would be loaned to the farmers ond 
merchants of the Ioeulit\t instead of to 
the government, an advantage difllcult 
to uverestiinate. 'I’he branch would not 
he dependent upon the local depositors, 
or a capital pn^fMirtioned to its local 
ht}s(nes<v. for the men ns of making loans. 
The parent- hunk, reeeiving deposltv 
through its hranehes from many tocot* 
ities, would he able instantly and at al- 
most no expense to transfer funds from 
Inralitles where there were large depos- 
its and therefore small demand for 
loans to locnlitie«i where the eonditlons 
were reversi'd. 

.Vdvnntagenns ns the branch bank 
system would probably prove to com- 
merical men. it would be vastly more 
so to farmers. >fercImntM are depositing 
and borrow ing all the time. There are 
every tlay deposits from one dealer 
w hich can he loaned to another, hut the 
farmers who have a great deni of money 
to deposit at one season nndo<‘cnvton to 
Ivorrow a great deni at another would 
he vastly aided hy such an ef}aali/at!on 
of Ilia d.'fiinnd for lo ins and the menus 
of gratifv Ing them as would he alTortlcd 
hy eenfi'rti IminKs with widespread 
hianehes. 

The pulltical Migniflcanee of this Is 
that the s<Htth hns no Interest In silver 
eoiniige as such, hut took up the free 
coinage is^^iie under the liiifiresslon that 
It would attord more currency, for 
which the scclloti had nn undoubted 
need; a hanking s.vstemlhiit would 
ntTord more etirreiicy. and especially 
more and cheaper credit, would fully 
satisfy the south, and the elieup mosey 
cry wvtihl at once cease to he h>rrof<hk* 
ble.
